1970 ENGINE SIZES AND IMPROVEMENTS 


All V-8 engines have higher horsepower and torque ratings as a 
result of larger displacement and/or detailed refinements for 

improved all-round performance and responsiveness. The scope 

of V-8 engine changes are as follows: 


304 CID-2B/210 HP replaces 290 CID-2B/200 HP (no 4-Barrel version). 

a. 14 cubic-inch displacement increase accomplished with longer- 
stroke cast crankshaft (same as 360). Bore/Stroke = 3.75" x 3.44", 

b. New exhaust-port size and shape for cylinder heads. 

c. New valve springs assure positive sealing action. 


All 6-cylinder engines have the same horsepower and torque ratings, 
but with improved carburetors. The 232-1B. engine uses a new Carter 
YF carburetor (replacing Carter RBS and Holley 1931). The new YF 
model is of better quality for more uniform or consistent performance.
